Who doss not remember Sam Giffin. 


Snrely there is not a man or woman 
whose memory goes back a quarter of a 
century or longer who does not remem- 
ber bis familiar figure, tall, tbin as a rail. 
In his day tbere never was a soldiers 
parade without him and Sam always 
carried the flag. Our recollection of 
him is the difficulty of knowing just 
where the man ended and the flag pojp 
began, the two weie so much alike in 
appearance. 


He was an ideal color sergeant, over 


Biz feet In bis stockings. Tbere waa no 
question of not teeing the Dig wave 
aloft when Sam GifBn carried tbe colors. 
The story of his life covers his youtb 
something of his service in the Mexican 
War and as Color Sergeant Co. K, 
McClurea Rifles 12th Regiment Penn- 
sylvania Beserves. He was always good 
natnred and knew how to tell a story to 
raise a laugh. His own story in line 
after line shows tbis inimitable charac- 
teristic. 


In latter part of bis life he saw hard 


lines. He was at the County Home 
a short time, and would spend bis Sdtur 
days at tbe National Cemetery, a spot 
in which be chose as his last resting 
place. As Sam one day told snatches of 
tbe story of his life to Sergeant S. G. 
Wilson, Superintendent of the Ceme- 
tery, the latter said to him.

And he then 
lived well nigh acrosa the street from 
my Annts, so, if I did not be at school 
ae would report me. For you sae that 
Presbyterians could not lie to one an- 
other at that day in Gettysburg, and 
now it Is very different. 


In those days when a man done a day's 


work he expected an equivalent for it, 
and if he bought anything heipaid for It. 
t do not think, in the State of Pennsyl- 
vania, a more honest town could be 
found than Gettysburg, every man 
earned his daily bread. But then we 
bad no College, no High Schools, men 
lived by their labor, bat now they live 
by their learning. I soon got tired of 
school and books. I conld spell baker, 
and some other easy words and I had 
schooling enough. About this time, in 
the year 1831, my poor old father died, 
and in a short time after this my poor 
old Aunts closed tbeir eyes in death, but 
they left their property to my sister 
Ann, 
hence she bad a good home for 


her-self. 


I would not go to scho A no more, so 


Ann got Robert Smith ta bind me out 
to Israel Irvin, for 8 long years, to learn 
the art and mysteries of farming. Tbis 
Irvin lived about five miles from Get- 
tysburg, on the Mlllerstown road. He 
learned me to farm, bnt for every day I 
got elder I got two days dumber, but I 
was satisfied, and the Good Book says 
"that a contented mind ia better than 
arreat riches." Mr. Irvin had no cbil 
dren at tli« time;, so I had no one to 
lead me astray. I would do my work, 
eat, and go to bed. Oae day he was 
going to Gettysburg and told me to turn 
out all the horses in tbe big meadow. I 
waa about 10 yeara old then and I waa 
very fond of horsef. He bad then four 
work horses and two or three colts, one 
of them was between two and 3 years 
old, and I petted him and bad him qnite 
tame, but he never had a bridle on, eo 
L turned them into tbe big meadow and 
went to my work again. Towards even- 
evening Mrs. Irvln told me to fetch In 
tbe hoises, I went to the bars, threw 
down a bar rail and here came Tom tbe 
big colt. I pnt my band on bis mane, 
Oil 1 bnt I did wish I was on bis back, 
but I could not jump on him and could 
not get bim i£oee to the fence, so I laid 
another bar Jown and got on tbat aide 
of the fence, when be walked up close 
to tbe fence, In an Instant I waa on his 
back, and then the fun began. He be- 
gan to kick and j ump and when he found 
tbat he could not get me off be started 
as hard as he could run, and every one 
of them, even the old p'ugs started, and 
all the running yon ever saw It was in 
chat meadow. Mrs. Irvin came crying 
as loud as she could yell, "Jump off I 
Jump off I" I had no potion of getting 
off.

Best-Birr, vs. Shtd. 


In not a few cages it has been found 


that steers fattened in open sheds or 
even In open yards showed apparently 
greater health and vigor, ate their food 
more readily, and produced proportion- 
ately larger: gains tban did similar ani- 
mals In a fairly warm barn. 


Ia view of tbe manifest economy In 


handling steers in this way, the Penn- 
sylvania State College Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station planned a series ct ex- 
periments Intended to test tbe applica- 
bility of this method under conditions 
as they exist in Central Pennsylvania. 
The three main points to be considered 
are (1) the comparative gain In live 
weight; (2) the health and vigor of MM 
animals as indicated by theamountof 
food consumed; (3) tbe 


pan machinery is under cover, waiting 
to be erected. The process of manufac- 
ture a explained with a great deal of 
enthusiasm. Tbe clay and shale will be 
ground to a powder, then hoisted to the 
top of the building by elevators where it 
is started down a trough through sieves, 
by which the coarser material is diverted 
back to tbe crusher again. The sifted 
mateiial will drop into a mixer, from 
there it goes into a machine from which 
it passes formed and still another 
machine cuts it into bricks so fast tbat It 
will keep four men busy getting away 
the product. There will be racks In tbis 
building capable of holding 16,000 oriok 
per day. This portion of the building 
will be heated with pipes of exhaust 
steam so tbat tbe bricks are sufficiently 
dried over night to go into a kiln. Be- 
side tbis machinery to make ordinary 
brick there will be In ssme building 
press brick machinery with a capacity of 
20,000 brick per day.

will be the storage sheds. The siding 
waa placed at the foot of the hill and in 
a cut three or four feet deep, which will 
make it most convenient to load and un- 
load oars. This cut shows thn material 
at hand, a top dressing of clay about 
two feet thick and below it all the red 
shale that is wanted. Back of the diy 
pan shed has been dumped all the ground 
taken out of tbia cut and from points 
where foundations were dug, and a 
great pile of material is ready to go into 
tbe machinery to come out bricks.

The specimen bricks in Martin Winter's 
office show this quality. Wben water is 
poured on tbem it remains on the brick 
and is not absorbed. The brick ia hard 
and is not brittle. They- say tbe under- 
taking is no experiment, that they will 
produce a commodity for which there Is 
a sure and constant 'demand and with 
the best of machinery and material it ia 
a sure thing. It Is expected to employ 
about twenty hands wben work begins 
and later as many more as the demands 
of the business require. 


built across one side of this yard for tbe 
purpose of keeping the animala dry and 
affording shelter In stormy weather. 
This shed was approximately 40 feet 
long and 14 feet wide. The long dimen- 
sion waa from northeast to southwest.

they got into the field, but no sooner did 
they get Into the Said until they began 
to pall and tbe sp.'ice got into a hard 
knot. I bit at it and tried every way 
to get tbem apart but it was of no uee. 
I could bear their tails cracking. A 
pious thought came into my mind tbat 
while I eat my bite I would steal tke 
knife I eat with and go and cut them 
looae, bat when I got to tbe bouse here 
was a strange man tbat was going' to 
put a new pump stock in tbe well. It 
was §o seldom that we had any strangers 
aid I waa glad to see them, and forgot 
all about the calves. After breakfast 
Irvln had to go to the blacksmiths and 
he got tbe tiorte and rode around the 
lane which came past the back part ol 
the field tbe cattle were in. It was 
about two o'clock when be came home, 
I bad forgotten all about tbem, he called 
me and said, "Put tbe horse in tbe 
stable." I had the horse in the 
stable in a very short time and WM just 
about to go to where they were when I 
•aw him, hook bis fingers together and 
pull, then I tell you I took tbe bint. 
Bat be called me says be, "How did 
them calves get tied together ?" I said 
that tbere was a great many burrs in tbe 
field and that was the reason of their 
being stuck together. 
"I will burr 


you," he said, and he did. For we went 
at a 2 40 rate, bnt I too far ahead to get 
many etripes from him. This was tbe 
last time be whipped me.

Spring Sales. 


Do you know tbere ia going to be more 


spring sales this year than any previous 
spring. At least tbat is what the auc- 
tioneers say. Why one of tbem said 
that be remembers the day wben there 
wasn't as many spring sales all over tbe 
county as be himself will cry in the sea- 
son, and tbat there may be eight or ten 
auctioneers over the county crying about 
as many sales as he wilt cry. This man 
knew what be was talking about. Yon 
have only to pick -up all tbe county 
papers to see that there will be hundreds 
of aalea and there remain many more 
who bare not yet fixed upon dates, who 
will make their announcements In the 
next month or six weeks. Now what do 
all tbeae sales mean. 


The Causes ol the Sales. 


Some of tbe answers to this inquiry 


are the following : I bave too much 
stock for my farm, I'm going to reduce 
the stock to about what the farm ought 
to carry. I am old enough to stop farm- 
ing, I'm going to move to Gettysburg, 
or Arendtsville or Cashtown, or some 
other place. I'm selling because I'm 
going west, or I'm gjing into business 
at some point. One is going to try farm- 
ing in New Jersey, another is going into 
the shops at Altoona. By far the most 
frequent answers from young men were 
tbat successful farming was most diffi- 
cult at tbe present time on account of 
tbe scarcity of labor. The farms were 
too big for one man to do all the work. 
Farm help was not to be bad for love or 
money. Wltbont it the work could not 
be done in the time it should be. The

periment and tbe average of these three 
weighings assumed to be tbe correct 
weight. Every two weeks during the 
experiments tbe steers were weighed on 
two consecutive days and tbe average of 
these two weighings taken, except when 
there seemed to be a discrepancy, wberj 
a third waa made and tbe average of 
three weighings Instead of two was 
taken. 


The grain was weighed daily to tbe 


animals. The roughage waa weighed 
up for each lot two weeks in advance. 
At tbe end of each period the unfed 
roughage was deducted from what was 
originally weighed np, to obtain amount 
fed. The uneaten residues were removed 
dally, saved and weighed at the end of 
tbe two-week period. Samples of the 
feed and uneaten residues were drawn 
in each period and taken to the chemical 
laboratory for moisture determination. 


Tbe experiment opened on November 


26 :h and closed April 1st. No leeord 
was kept of tbe bedding, but each lot 
was bedded as seemed necessary. Up to 
December lltb grain was fed three 
times a day with stover at night and 
bay in the morning. After that tbe 
grain was fed twice a day with bay at 
night and stover in the morning. It was 
thought that|more stover would be eaten 
by tbis method tban by tbe other, and a 
saving of clover bay would be obtained. 
It was intended that tbe animals should 
consume equal parts of corn stover and 
of clover bay as nearly as they could be 
induced to eat them. 


At the beginning Lot I averaged 9 


pounds less tban Lot II. At tbe close 
of tbe experiment it averaged 10 pounds 
more 


Tbe average gain for Lot II is less 


tban that for Lot I, althongb there is a 
wide variation in tbe gains made by tbe 
individual steers of each lot. The average 
gain for tbe Lot I was 267 pounds, 
while tbat for Lot II was 243 pounds, 
making a difference of 19 pounds. 


Tbe clover bay was in every Instance 


eaten up clean. The grain was also 
eaten clean except during a few days of 
the first two periods, wben tbe steers 
bad not yet acquired regular appetites. 
Tbe stover was eaten as clean as it was 
desirable to bave tbe animals eat It. 
Tbat wbiob was leftlwas practically tbe 
coarse hull of the stalks wltb • small 
amount of pltb. Lot II ate slightly, 
more grain and stover than did Lot I, 
whereas Lot I ate more clover hay than 
did Lot II. 


Tbe general result may be summarized 


in tbe statement that tbe lot fed in tbe 
open Bhed produced a slightly smaller 
gain and produced It at the expense of a 
somewhat greater amount of food. On 
the whole, while tbe barn fed lot appears 
to bave given slightly better results, tbe 
differences are not very marked and In 
view of tbe wide difference observed be- 
tween individual animals in each lot it 
is not at all impossible tbat the selection 
of the animals, and tbe conditions other 
tban temperature which surrounded 
them, bad quite as much to cio with the 
differences as tbe mere exposure to cold. 
In other words, tbe results of a single 
trial of this sort are never decisive and 
they are presented here simply as a re- 
cord of progress. It is proposed to con- 
tinue the experiments through several 
seasoni in tbe hope of securing conclus- 
ive results.

kind pay V That's an easy one. 
The 


law provides no pay or salary for a town 
councilman. They can not afford to 
give up their time and energies for noth- 
ing. They dare not be Interested in any 
contracts or operations so as to derive a 
benefit. Because it will not pay them 
to give any municipal plant the atten- 
tion they give their own business they 
must hire others to operate tbe plants. 
Politics and Influence frequently count 
for more in filling these positions than 
merit. Tbe plant is never a one bead 
concern and tbat la the only kind of a 
plant making brilliant successes. Fl&nta 
dominated by a Carnegie, a Rockefeller, 
a Morgan, become gigantic successes. 
Municipal plants become ruled by in- 
fluence and politics. Tbe manager doea 
not operate for the highest good of the 
plant but as be is dictated to by those 
who hire him and the result la a de- 
terioated service, poor management, 
costly light or water and a service which 
under modern conditions holds out all 
the temptations of graft. And graft la 
another name for dishonesty.

Major Frank E. Lowe died last week in

He was 
wounded six times but only once danger- 
ously, that wss at Gettysburg and he 
never fully recovered from tbe effects o 
tbe wound received here. He became 
prominent after tbe war as a lawyer and 
served as a judge.
